Here’s another point on which 
safety engineers differ. A number 
of plant safety directors, several 
floor machine manufacturers, and 
at least one organization devoted 
to sanitary maintenance, have rec- 
ommended that floor machine op- 
erators, when using electrical ma- 
chines, work backward, kicking the 
cable behind them as they go. It 
prevents walking over extremel) 
slick floor surfaces, and helps 
eliminate slips and falls: it also 
avoids tracking and spotting the 
newly cleaned surfaces. 

The idea behind draping the 
cable over one shoulder. or over 
both shoulders and under the arms, 
is to keep the operator from trip- 
ping over the cord as he works.

Safety men and statisticians ask 


ARE THESE “WORK INJURIES” «20220 


On December 16, 1954, the American Standards Associa- 
tion formally adopted a standard that revises considerably 
the method for recording and measuring work injury ex- 
perience. The new standard is known as Z16.1-1954, and 
replaces standard Z16.1-1945. 


With the consent of the Association, we are presenting 
here a number of cases around which questions of interpre- 
tation have arisen. Should the cases be counted in the em- 
ployers' accident frequency and severity rates? Answers 
come from the Association's Committee on Interpretations, 
and may be considered as official. 


Sponsors of the revision were the National Safety Council 
and the Association of Casualty & Surety Companies.

T’S NOTABLE that the Committee on Interpretations 
] of the American Standards Association may reach 
decisions that don’t jibe with the decisions of state 
compensation commissions. 

You may very easily, for example, sustain an injury 
that your own compensation board—supported by 
your own state courts—will judge worthy of compen- 
sation; yet that same injury may not be considered 
reportable as a work injury under the terms of the 
new standard Z16.1-1954 as it is interpreted by the 
A.S.A. experts. 

This, of course, reflects some of the confusion that 
marks compensation practice. No state authority is 
bound by the standard; no state authority need guide 
its decisions by the decisions reached by any other 
state authority. 

The cases that are outlined in this article can’t be 
taken, therefore, as a guide to determining the com- 
pensability of any injury. They can be taken as a 
guide only to the approved method of reporting, for 
statistical purposes, your company’s work injury ex- 
perience. 


On January 12, two workers were piling 100-pound 
bags in a box car, transferring them as they did so 
from a loaded hand truck. As he bent over to pick 
up one bag, one man felt a catch in his back. There 
was a moment’s pain, and that was all. He went on 
with his job. 

The next day, the worker felt some soreness in his 
back. By January 14, the back was extremely sore, 
and gave the man pain every time he bent over. He 


finally reported the injury to the company doctor, 
who told him he had a sprained back, gave him heat 
treatment, and assigned him to light work. 

The next week, the man returned to his regular job. 
On Thursday, however, his wife called in to tell the 
personnel office that he would not be in because his 
back was too sore. He lost several days’ work. 

Facts indicated that the man had been lifting only 
his share of each 100-pound load. Moreover, he had 
first experienced pain when he bent over, not when 
he was lifting. 

Decision: The case should not be considered a 
work injury, for statistical purposes. The routine job 
didn’t involve over-exertion. Under the terms of sec- 
tion 5.2 of the standard Z16.1-1954, a back injury is 
also a work injury only if an accident clearly took 
place, or only if there was a slip, trip, fall, blow, or 
some over-exertion involved. 

A back condition that arises while a worker is doing 
only his normal job, with no accident occurring, isn’t 
a work injury under the standard. 





A maintenance gang was cleaning windows inside 
a factory. Before moving a ladder the gang was using, 
the maintenance man handling it warned production 
workers in the area that he was about to do so. As 
he did move it, the ladder fell, hitting a production 
employee on the back of the neck. 

The injured man was sent to the doctor, who took 
X-ray pictures. No fracture appeared. The man re- 
turned to his job. He worked the next day, but went 
to the doctor that afternoon with a bad headache. The 
doctor told him to stay home if the headache lasted. 

The next two days, the man did remain at home. 
He went back to work on the following Monday. 

The problem posed to the A.S.A. committee was 
this: Should the case be considered a medical treat- 
ment case or a lost-time injury? 

Decision: The injury should be considered a tem- 
porary total disability, according to the number of 
days lost from work. Section 5.13 of the standard 
applies solely if the man thought to be injured is 
examined in a hospital—and this particular worker 
was not. The committee felt this man took his time 
off from work to recover from a headache produced 
by his injury, not to be diagnosed and kept under 
medical observation. 
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A dog bit this worker. The bite wasn’t particularly 
serious, but as routine protection a tetanus shot was 
administered. The shot produced intestinal gangrene. 

In consequence of the gangrene, the employee under- 
went surgery that removed a considerable part of the 
intestine. 

Since it was the antitoxin, not the dog bite, that 
caused the surgery and the lost time, the company 
wanted to know if it should report the case as a dis- 
abling work injury. 

Decision: This should not be reported as a dis- 
abling work injury. Section 5.14 of the new standard 
indicates that illness resulting wholly from medicines 
administered in treating a non-disabling injury will 
not be considered a work injury in itself. 


A crane operator, during his lunch hour, used a 
I g 

plant grinding wheel to sharpen the blade of his own 

knife. The blade broke, and the man’s hand was so 


deeply cut by the wheel as probably to impair perma- 
nently the use of his left ring finger. 

The worker gave the cut no attention, thinking at 
the time the injury was a minor one. He climbed 
toward his crane cab to pick up his lunch—and fell 
as he was descending the ladder. As he rose, he 
noticed his hand was bleeding badly. He visited the 
plant hospital. 

He refused that night to say how the accident oc- 
curred. However, the knife blade and knife handle 
were found inside the guard of the grinder. Blood- 
stains were seen on a small casting near the grinder. 
and aluminum particles from the knife blade were 
discovered on the wheel itself. 

Was this a disabling work injury? 

Decision: No. The employee was not working at 
his job when he was sharpening the knife, and he was 
in no way furthering the interests of his employer at 
the time the accident took place. 




















A man who worked as helper on a construction job 
was doing his usual work in the usual way when he 
got, he said, a “catch in the side.” He stated later that 
he thought it was simply a Charley horse, and gave it 
little attention. 

Actually, he told his fellow workers nothing about 
the feeling, and made no report to his foreman. He 
worked on for several hours that day. 

After he reached home, he began having pain. The 
next morning, he did report the situation. Medical 
examination showed he had a hernia. 

Decision: If a hernia is to be considered a disabling 


The decisions mentioned here are official on the part of the American Standards As- 
sociation. They will be used as precedents in deciding future questions of interpretation 
that may arise around the revised standard Z16.1-1954. 

It must, however, be kept in mind that — as the standard itself saye—neither the de- 
cisions nor the standard will be binding upon any compensation authority or upon any 


court, 


The main idea behind the standard, and behind the decisions that interpret it, is that 
some means must be available to provide work injury rates that will allow comparison 
of plant to plant, of department to department, of industry to industry. The interpreta- 
tions, therefore, are guides to how to classify cases for statistical reports; they are not 
guides to help you determine whether or not an injured employee may have a valid 


compensation claim.

work injury under the standard Z16.1-1954, it must 
meet three conditions— 

(1) It must be “triggered” by a blow, strain, or 
sudden effort, or by some obvious accident or incident. 

(2) There must be real pain in the region of the 
hernia when the incident or accident occurs. 

(3) The immediate pain must be bad enough to 
force the injured man to stop work to tell his foreman 
or fellow employees about it, or to get attention from 
a physician within 12 hours after the injury. 

The case in point met none of these three conditions. 
It was not a work injury, and should not have been 
reported as one. 


A worker punched in at 10:30 p.m. for the 11:00 
p.m. shift. He told others he would visit a friend in 
the rag-cutting room about 150 feet from the hydro- 
pulper where he himself was to work. 

A rag-cutting belt ran along the wall of the cutting 
room. At one end of the belt was a pulley set in a pit. 
During the day, the cover of the pit had been removed 
for cleaning—and the cover had been left off. 

The worker fell into the pit. Apparently uninjured, 
he completed his shift without reporting the accident 
to his foreman. About an hour and a half after he 
left for home the next morning, his wife called the 
plant nurse to tell her that the man was unable to walk. 

The nurse examined him at home, and found a 
badly swollen knee and a four-inch abrasion on the 
skin. Later, X-rays disclosed no bone damage. A 
doctor sent the man to bed and prescribed hot applica- 
tions. 

Decision: Although the accident occurred before 
the worker’s shift began, this was definitely a work 
injury within the meaning of the revised standard. 
The company evidently permitted employees to come 
in early to talk with other workers if they wished. 
The injury arose out of a condition that existed 
within the plant.

An engineer who had been crippled with polio 
years before was at work in an office. His cane slipped 
as he was walking across the room, and he fell, land- 
ing on his knees. He worked the rest of the day. 

The right knee stiffened and became sore. He 
treated it himself by heat lamp therapy, but finally 
called the doctor. Some fluid had formed under the 
knee cap, and there were possibly some torn ligaments. 
The doctor told him to stay off his feet. He was off 
work five days. 

The office floor was of asphalt tile. At the time of 
the accident, it was dry. It had not been waxed for 
two weeks, and it was free of obstructions. The man 
had a record of having experienced water on the right 
knee before. 

Decision: This was not a work injury. The com- 
mittee pointed out that the cane slipped, not the man. 
An employee who was not crippled, the committee 
felt, would not have had an accident under similar 
conditions.

es FIRST five minutes are more important than 
the next five hours. From top management to 
hourly employees, that’s the watchword for the fire- 
prevention program at Ford Motor Company’s Engine 
& Foundry Division, Cleveland, Ohio. 

The foundry and two engine plants in Cleveland are 
all new, constructed since 1950. The latest in fire 
alarm and sprinkler systems, special plastic roofing, 
and fire-retardent materials throughout, have all con- 
tributed to the structural, mechanical, and fire safety 
of the plants. 

In addition, Ford management has magnified the 
personal approach to plant fire protection. The neces- 
sity for employee cooperation in fire protection was 
recognized, and Minute Man and fire brigade programs 
were started to secure it. 


Two-fold employee program 


The employee program is two-fold: 

1. To instruct, through Minute Man training, at 
least 50% of the daytime workers and 100% of the 
night crews in the basic elements of fire prevention 
and control, including the use of fire extinguishers. 

2. To establish a highly skilled fire brigade, trained 
and prepared to work with the fire protection unit and 
municipal fire departments in the event of a serious 
blaze. 

Ford’s program is not an inexpensive one. Because 
of the thoroughness of the training, costs for man- 
power and materials run high. But the training has 
paid off handsomely in a dramatic reduction of fire 
loss statements, so that company officials feel the ex- 
penditures are completely worth-while. (See Figure 1.) 
The company, to avoid restricting production sched- 
ules, has even conducted fire brigade sessions on an 
overtime pay basis. 

“Fire training courses at Ford do more than teach 
our employees how to prevent or combat fires,” a Ford

official told us. “By attending lectures and demonstra- 
tions, our employees learn first-hand about the dan- 
gers—both personal and company—which accompany 
fires of any size. 

“The courses are psychologically powerful, creating 
a safety awareness among the members participating 
in the program. This increased awareness is highly 
important in the job of fire prevention—which neces- 
sarily must be a 24-hour-a-day, seven-day-a-week, 52- 
week-a-year operation.” 

More than half of the close to 12,000 employees at 
three Cleveland plants attended Minute Man training 
in 1955. These classes were conducted during regular 
working hours in conference rooms for both the sala- 
ried and hourly employees. Instruction lasts an hour, 
and covers such subjects as the chemistry of fire, 
classes of fire, use of various extinguishers, correct 
procedure for sounding an alarm, and responsibilities 
of individuals in the prevention and control of fire. 

Up to 35 persons have attended these training pe- 
riods as a group. However, groups of five to 15 people 
are preferred, for they allow all the opportunity to 
study closely and handle the equipment on display. A 
colored sound movie entitled, “Know Your Fire Extin- 
guishers,” is shown during the meeting. 


32-hour fire brigade training 


The 32-hour fire brigade training program has es- 
tablished a volunteer fire department within each of 
the three plants in the Engine & Foundry Division in 
the village of Brookpark, a Cleveland suburb. 
Trainees for these brigades are selected through sec- 
tions by supervisory personnel. The trainees meet in 
classrooms and outside demonstrations for one-hour 
sessions weekly, under the direction of the fire inspec- 
tion unit.

Only after the cutting and weld- 
ing permit has been issued by the 
fire inspector (it has a stub to be 
returned to the fire inspection sec- 
tion) is the welder permitted to 
commence operation. More than 
12.000 permits are used over a 
year’s time. 

The welding permit is required 
whether the work is performed by 
a Ford employee or by an inde- 
pendent contractor. Since the weld- 
ing permit system was adopted, 
not a single fire loss has been at- 
tributed to cutting and welding 
operations. 

Because of the large number of 
permits issued daily, fire inspec- 
tors are required to call into the 
Ford central station every 20 min- 
utes. Recently, these inspectors 
received motorized help in the 
form of scooter-powered trailers, 
to speed them about their chores. 
In a preliminary survey, it was 
found that the fire inspectors were 
spending 56% of their time in 
walking from inspection to inspec- 
tion, because of the large areas 
within the plants. This lost time 
has been greatly reduced through 
the use of the motorized equip- 
ment. 

The central fire station is 
equipped with a two-ton fire truck 
and two %4-ton pickup trucks 
which have been converted fo 
fire-fighting duties. 


Excellent results 


What have been the results of 
the program? The company’s loss 
record dramatically answers that 
question. 

The fire brigade program was 
started in October 1953. Losses for 
that year were approximately 10% 
lower than those for 1952. 

Although the third Cleveland 
plant of the Engine & Foundry 
Division went into operation by 
September 1954, the year’s total 
loss figure for the three plants 
dropped again. The downward 
trend continued through 1955. 

While increasing the fire haz- 
ards with a third plant. and while 
adding 3,000 to 4,000 employees, 
Ford has been successful in cut- 
ting its fire loss record by more 
than 90% in the last three years! 


Moreover, the acceptance of the 
program by company employees 
has been terrific. Fire-protection 
consciousness has int reased to the 
point that supervisors and fore- 
men now notify the fire inspection 
section if a new man has been 
overlooked for Minute Man 
fire brigade training. 

One employee, a fire brigade 
member, upon moving to another 
area, requested the fire protection 
unit to write him a letter of rec- 
ommendation so that he could 


serve on the volunteer fire depart- 
ment of his new community. 
Many Ford employees, enthused 
with the company fire-control pro- 
gram, have joined other volunteer 
sroups in their home towns. 

With this desire to prevent fire, 
and with this pride in the com- 
pany program, employees rarely 
are called upon to combat a blaze, 
even during its first five minutes. 
They hope they never have to be 
actively concerned with the fol-

Wis the Pittsburgh & Lake Erie Railroad Com- 
pany (part of the New York Central System) de- 
cided to modernize its McKees Rocks, Pennsylvania, 
diesel engine servicing shop, it brought together good 
housekeeping and safe practices into a team that’s pro- 
duced a surprisingly clean, hazard-free working area. 

Ordinarily, in a shop of this kind, spilled oil and 
grease coats floors and walls. That makes for numerous 
slips and falls; and it creates a bad fire hazard, too. 

The P. & L. E. got away from both problems, and 
the same time set up a shop that’s easier to work in, 
more efficient, and a lot less subject to interruptions 
because of flash fires. 
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[he system it used was simple enough. It ran a 
lubricant-conveying pipe along each rail of every servic- 
ing track. The pipe carried drained oil from the engine 
to an outdoor storage tank. Oil taken from the outside 
tank was shipped by tank car to an oil reclaiming plant. 

This method of handling drained oils not only kept 
the shop clean, but saved a lot of oil besides—which, 
of course, cut down on operating costs. 

The hitch in the whole idea was that the piping 
system, including connections to pumps and engines, 
had to be leak-proof. Yet connections also had to be 
changeable—that is, it had to be possible to connect 
the permanent piping with engine crankcases that 





might be located almost anywher 
along the servicing tracks. The 
tracks were long enough that as 
many as five diesel units could be 
parked on any one of them. 


The solution 


The problem was solved this 
way: 

A quick-connect coupling was 
used to connect the hose from the 


diesel unit’s crankcase to the in- 
take line of a portable pump. 
Another hose line, also equipped 
with quick-connect couplings, ex- 
tended from the pump to the drain 
line the permanent piping. 
Couplings were set up at several 
points in the pipe along each rail, 
so that the job of draining crank- 
cases could be handled almost any- 
where. 
Gravity feed from crankcase to 
drain line wasn’t practical, be- 
cause the oil had to be forced up

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into storage tanks. If a perma- 
nently located suction pump was 
used, the load from the several 
servicing tracks would have been 
so great that the pump would have 
had to be too big and expensive 
to make the investment worth- 
while. So the portable pump was 
chosen. 

The  quick-connect couplings 
adopted at the same time the port- 
able pump was selected were self- 
sealing. The higher the oil pres- 
sure rose, the tighter the seal of 
the couplings became. A check 
valve built into each coupling auto- 
matically closed the instant the 
coupling was disconnected; so 
there was no problem with leakage. 
Using the couplings was easy, and 
a great deal faster than the usual 
method of screwing on and then 
unscrewing threaded fittings. 

The portable pump, along with 
the quick-connect couplings, also 
was used for forcing oil from a 
drum or from the refilled crankcase 
to all engine bearings. With a 
diesel, the hearings must be 
thoroughly lubricated by force be- 
fore the overhauled engine is 
started. The P. & L. E. system not 
only accomplishes the job well. 
but does away with the fire hazard 
and the danger to workers of leak- 
ing oil. * *

To Make the Job Safer... 


MAKE IT SIMPLE 


NAFETY by simplification of the job, elimination of 
S the unnecessary, and reduction of details—that’s 
the program at Republic Steel Corporation’s Truscon 
Division, Youngstown, Ohio. 

Emphasis has been on the fact that accidents are 
the result of the wrong way of doing things—that 
accidents really mean failure. After all, if you’re doing 
things incorrectly, and have an accident because of 
that mistake, you’re certainly no success, 

One of the ways Truscon teaches employees the 
right way of doing things is the work simplification 
plan. 

Work simplification involves a five-step pattern: 

1. Pick a job to be improved. It can qualify for 
improvement from any of a number of causes. For 
instance, it may be a bottleneck operation, Or it may 
involve too much walking or too much material han-

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dling. Possibly it requires too much make-ready time. 

2. List the details of the job. 

3. Question the job. Is it a needed operation? If so, 
can its procedure be changed to eliminate its trouble 
spot? 

4. Develop an improved method. 

3. Apply the cure. 

The approach to accomplishing all these steps is 
based, as far as the safety director is concerned, on a 
series of three actions: 

1. Reducing accident causes by elimination of un- 
necessary traveling and material handling. 

2. Reducing accident causes through dropping un- 
needed details in the course of the job. 

3. Reducing accident causes by improvement in 
plant housekeeping, with specific reference to the job 
being considered. 

Under this system, every job must be studied care- 
fully to see whether a change in methods or equipment 
will produce a more efficient operation. In a sense, it’s 
time study applied to safety.

bens to do when new production processes or 
new testing methods bring with them fire 
hazards that never existed before? The Aviation Divi- 
sion of Walter Kidde & Company, Inc., Belleville, New 
Jersey, had to face a combination of both problems 
recently. 

What Kidde did to whip the fire danger may help 
others who also are developing different manufac- 
turing techniques, or who are installing electrical 
equipment they never had before. 

Kidde had a contract to produce .50 caliber pneu- 
matic gun chargers. When it took the contract, it 
didn’t figure on having to develop air compressors to 
power them. The need nevertheless arose, and part 
of the company’s Plant 3 area was allocated for the 
assembly and testing of the compressors. 


It was at the testing stage that the fire danger 
showed itself. 

Testing is done in a long hall-like area (15’ x 160’) 
with windows opening to the out-of-doors, It con- 
tains 28 test stands. Each test stand consists of an 
electric, motor-driven variable speed unit which oper- 
ates between 1,000 and 4,200 r.p.m. with adaptable 
connectors for the compressors. The test stands are 
lined up down the hall’s interior wall. 

On the other side of this wall are 28 control panels 

one for each test stand. The control panels have 
switches to start or stop tests at any stage of the cycle, 
and dials which give complete information on the 
compressors’ operation during the test. 

All this elaborate electrical equipment—which had 
to be designed especially by Kidde engineers, then

Means for actuating the system 
manually also are provided. Pull 
boxes are set up about every 20 
feet along the wall dividing the 
test hall from the assembly room, 
on the assembly area side. Actuat- 
ing devices are included at the 
cylinder location, too. 

The system has special advan- 
tages for electrical equipment. 
CO, is an inert gas; it doesn’t 
damage the valuable testing ap- 
paratus, and it doesn’t conduct 
electricity—which is a big pro- 
tection to personnel. Finally, the 
gas eventually is absorbed into 
the atmosphere, and there’s no 
mess to clean up after its dis-

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SAFETY 


REPORTS from the Safety En- 
gineering Department of Indus- 
rial Indemnity Company, San 
Francisco, have included these re- 
cent run-downs on accidents that 
need never have happened. The 
suggested remedies may help your 
own plant avoid a heavy loss—and 
help your workers avoid a long 
period of disability. 

Two men were sent to clean 
pomace out of a fermentation tank 
in a winery. They failed to ven- 
tilate the tank completely. Both 
men were overcome with carbon 
dioxide fumes. Both men died. 

To be safe, a fermentation tank 
must be thoroughly blown out be- 
fore anyone enters it. Air inside 
the tank must be tested by lower- 
ing a miner’s flame safety lamp 
to the bottom. It the lamp goes 
out, there isn’t enough oxygen to 
maintain life. 

While men are in the tank, 
ventilation must be provided con- 
stantly. The miner’s safety lamp 
should be kept close to the bottom 
of the tank. If the ventilation fails 
or if the safety lamp goes out, 
the men should get out of there 
right now. 


A warehouse worker pulled a 
pallet board from a stack by 
grasping the board’s near edge. 
As the pallet slid from the pile, 
the opposite edge fell on the man’s 
foot, crushing several toes. The 
worker should have worn safety 
shoes, of course; but in any case, 
pallet boards should be grasped as 


near to the center of gravity as 
possible when they are being 
handled; that gives the handler 
better control over them. 


A baker was scraping down the 
dough from the side of a dough 
mixer. He had not shut down the 
machine. His hand caught in the 
mixer blades, and a finger was 
amputated. 

Two things were wrong: the 
baker should not have been inside 
the mixer while the blades were 
in motion, and an interlock should 
have been installed on the machine 
itself. The interlock—required in 
some states—is attached to the 
mixer cover in such a way that, 
when the cover is opened, the ma- 
chine automatically stops. 


A mechanic was working on a 
dump truck in a plant mainten- 
ance shop. The truck body was 
raised, and the mechanic was lean- 
ing over between the body and 
the truck frame. The hydraulic 
lift failed. The truck body fell— 
and the mechanic was crushed. 

Whenever a dump truck body is 
elevated, it should be held in posi- 
tion with a 4 x 6 sprag or some 
other safety device before any 
worker puts any part of his own 
body between the truck body and 
the truck frame. © ®

Here’s a problem deserving discussion .. . 


What Good Are Frequency 
And Severity Records? 
“WHAT GOOD are accident fre- 
quency and severity records?” the 
safety director of an Ohio heavy 
machinery manufacturer asked an 
OcCUPATIONAL HAZARDs editor re- 
cently. 

“There’s a plant in my town.” 
he went on, “that’s reported prac- 
tically no accidents. or at least 
practically no lost-time injuries, 
for maybe eight years. Its fre- 
quency rate, according to the 
records, is something like 1.4. 

“Looks darned good on the sur- 
face. But how’s it done?” 

He took time to Wipe off his 
safety glasses—the interview was 
going on in the plant—and stare 
at the editor a little angrily. 

“Six years ago,” he said, “this 
mill had a man fall and break 
his leg. The medical department 
rushed him home. The man was 
supposed to attend a conference of 
foundrymen the next day. So was 
I—I wasn’t safety director then. 

“When I arrived at the meeting, 
I found this guy already there. 
He'd been rolled in in a wheel- 
chair. and he sat in that chair for 
the full four days the conference 
went on. When a day ended. a 
nurse from the plant came in and 
rolled him out, and a company car 
took him home. The next day. the 
car brought him back. and a nurse 
wheeled him in again. 

“I got a chance to talk to him. 
He told me the whole idea was to 
keep his departmental safety rec- 
ord clean. His accident wouldn’t 
be reported as a lost-time injury 
just because he’d supposedly gone 
hack to work the day after he 
broke his leg.” 


WHAT'S YOUR IDEA? 


A Common Complaint 

Among Safety Men 

ALONG the grapevine, we've picked 
up a good many complaints like 
this one. Within the last four 
months, a half dozen safety men 
have hollered at us—and “hol- 
lered” is the right word—about 
what one of them called “competi- 
tion it’s impossible to meet.” 

One safety man—part of the 
safety department staff of a big 
steel mill—told us about a plant 
in a nearby town which has gained 
a wide reputation for low fre- 
quency and severity rates. He was 
pretty bitter about it. 

“I know personally,” he said 
“of six accidents they’ve had in 
the last few weeks that would have 
been counted as _ lost-time any- 
where else. But not there—oh, no! 

“They've gone so far, to my 
knowledge, as to ‘make’ a job for 
a man who had his hand and arm 
done up in bandages and splints 
three inches thick. All he had to 
do was take a taxi to the plant 
the plant paid for it—and take a 
taxi home again at night, which 
the plant also paid for. While he 
was ‘on the job.’ he sat at a desk 
reading over old magazines. He 
was supposed to be helping the 
plant engineer look for technical 
stuff on a manufacturing process. 
but nobody cared whether he eve1 
found anything but comics to 


read.” 
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He grinned ruefully. 

“It sounds funny, I know,” he 
concluded. “But it isn’t to me. That 
plant and my plant are members 
of the same safety council. What 
kind of a showing can I make in 
contests when I’m lined up against 
methods like those? And how do I 
look to my own management when 
other plants in about the same 
business put up so much better a 
safety record?” 


Major Weakness in 
The "Cover-up" System 


UNFORTUNATELY, while unfair 
competition is illegal where com- 
pany sales policies are concerned, 
nothing has been done about un- 
fair competition in the field of 
industrial safety. 

There’s a lot more to the prob- 
lem than covering up accidents 
and lost-time injuries. There's a 
lot more to it than building up a 
healthy frequency and _ severity 
record for competition purposes. 

The matter of unfair competi- 
tion actually is unimportant. The 
business of safety is keeping men 
and women whole and alive. not 
winning plaques and cups and rib- 
bons.

HESE “Ten Commandments” 

have been proposed by the 
Washington State Safety Advocate 
as a means for teaching super- 
visors their responsibility in acci- 
dent-prevention. The Advocate is 
the official paper of the Washing- 
ton Department of Labor & Indus- 
tries. 

You can use the Ten Command- 
ments as the basis for a whole 
series of safety meetings. You 
can use them for special training 
sessions. You can run them in 
bulletins to supervisors—perhaps 
all at once, or one at a time, with 
your own comments to apply 
them to your own plant needs. 
You can run them in your em- 
ployees’ magazine. You can post 
them on bulletin boards. 

However you use them, you'll 
find that they help in putting 
across the idea that (a) manage- 
ment is sincere in its desire for 
safety in all plant operations and 
that (b) supervisors are basically 
responsible for carrying out man- 
agement’s wishes. 

Here’s what the Advocate told 
foremen in Washington mills and 
plants: 

“Your job in management 
places you in a unique position of 
trust. For not only does the com- 
pany rely on you, as the direct 
representative of management, to 
apply its policies wisely and fair- 
ly; also entrusted to you is the 
obligation to safeguard the well- 
being of the workers in your 
charge. 

“No responsibility transcends 
this in importance. In this respect 
your job is akin to the ‘steward- 
ship’ of Biblical days. As a super-

visor, you are indeed your 
‘brother’s keeper.’ 

“On-the-job accidents represent 
a serious threat to the physical 
well-being of your men. Their 
prevention calls for your constant 
vigilance. Therefore, if you would 
guide your men safely through 
their daily work, be yourself 
guided by these precepts: 

“]. You are a supervisor and 
thus, in a sense, have two families. 
Care for your people at work as 
you would care for your people 
at home. Be sure each of your 
men understands and accepts his 
personal responsibility for safety. 

“2. Know the rules of safety 
that apply to the work you super- 
vise. Never let it be said that one 
of your men was injured because 
you were not aware of the pre- 
cautions required on his job. 

“3. Anticipate the risks that 
may arise from changes in equip- 
ment or methods. Make use of the 
expert safety advice that is avail- 
able to help you guard against 
such new hazards. 

“4. Encourage your men to dis- 
cuss with you the hazards of their 
work. No job should proceed 
where a question of safety re- 
mains unanswered. When you are 
receptive to the ideas of your 
workers, you tap a source of first- 
hand knowledge that will help 
you prevent needless loss and suf- 
fering. 

“5. Instruct your men to work 
safely, as you would guide and 
counsel your family at home— 
with persistence and patience. 

“6. Follow up your instructions 
consistently. See to it that work-

As long as the 
guard had punched in and was going to his required 
station, he was within his employment when the acci- 
dent occurred.

EARLY IN 1955, a motor assem- 
bling plant in Ohio found regular 
work running out in one depart- 
ment about halfway through a 
shift. Instead of sending the em- 
ployees home, management offered 
to let them work on an assembly 
line where they would have to 
turn a 60-pound casting on_ its 
side, insert a few connecting rods, 
and push the work to the next 
bench. One female employee, 
claiming the work was too heavy 
for her, demanded the right to 
“bump” her way into another de- 
partment where girls with less 
seniority were doing lighter work. 

Management disagreed that the 
work was too heavy, and sent her 
home for the rest of the shift. By 
next morning, her regular work 
was available again, so her total 
loss of pay was four hours. 

The company claimed that the 
employee voluntarily went home 
after being offered the opportunity 
to perform substitute work. The 
union answered that she was being 
asked to do work heavier than 
state law permitted and that there- 
fore she was not given a real 
choice. 

The Arbitrator's Decision 

The arbitrator’s decision is con- 
tained in this portion of his state- 
ment:

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Recreation Can 
Join Hands With Work 


ELMER Rizzo was injured while out on a hike and 
sought workman’s compensation for those injuries. 

Rizzo was employed by Syracuse University as a 
graduate research assistant. He was assigned by the 
school to a cosmic ray project which necessitated his 
living out in the woods in a dormitory, 14 miles from 
the nearest village. 

Evidence disclosed that Rizzo and the others on 
the project had no exact or regular hours of work, for 
the progress of the experiment was unpredictable. 
There were several mountain trails near the laboratory, 
and hiking became a favorite form of recreation among 
those working on the project. 

Rizzo’s employer, the university, claimed that the 
research assistant’s injuries did not arise out of the 
employment, since he was obviously engaging in 
recreation when the fall occurred. 

No, said the court. Rizzo’s hours were not fixed. 
He was required to be on tap to work when the time 
was best suited for the experiments and therefore, while 
out on a recreational hike, he was not separated from 
the scope of his employment. 

Claim allowed.

Two Injuries — 
No Compensation 


UNFORTUNATELY for Mrs. Kelly D. Bowman, she sus- 
tained two separate injuries. Had there been only one. 
she probably would have recovered compensation. 

Mrs. Bowman worked for the Wisebram Department 
Store in Barnesville, Georgia. One day, while she was 
reaching up to secure a bolt of cloth from a shelf, some 
other cloth and plastic material fell on her. She con- 
sulted her physician the same day, and six days later 
corrective surgery was performed on her for a nodular 
goiter, cystocele, urethrocele, and rectocele. Cystocele. 
urethrocele, and rectocele fall withia the broad cate- 
gory of gynecological or “female” disorders. 

The compensation board, upon hearing Mrs. Bow- 
man’s claim, found that the evidence indicated that the

falling of the bolts of material did not cause or 
aggravate the conditions requiring the corrective 
surgery. 

Mrs. Bowman did not deny this, but she stated to 
the Georgia Court of Appeals that there were two in- 
juries involved: (1) the gynecological disorders, and 
(2) the injury to the back and neck resulting from the 
the cloth falling on her, 

The appellate court agreed that compensation was 
denied solely on the theory that the conditions cor- 
rected by the surgery were not caused nor contributed 
to by the accident, but apologetically ruled that since 
the Georgia law does not provide for additional rea- 
sons for reversing or reviewing the decision, the only 
remedy would be a change in the law by the legislature.

Suicide — but 
Still Compensable 


THAT Joseph L. Spencer killed himself while on the job 
was not disputed. And that wilful suicide precludes 
the recovery of death benefits in Mississippi was also 
undisputed. But Spencer’s widow went beyond that to 
press her claim for death benefits. 

Spencer was employed as a shop mechanic for the 
Prentiss Truck & Tractor Company. In 1951, his back 
was injured when he was thrown to the floor by a 
tractor which backfired while he attempted to crank it. 

Following that injury, Spencer’s mental condition 
deteriorated. 
surgeon, who found obstructions in the cervical region 


He was later examined by a neuro- 


of Spencer’s spine. An operation was performed, but 
there was no improvement in Spencer’s physical or 
mental condition. He remained under doctors’ care 
until the fatal day in April, 1953. While visiting his 
son, he shot and killed himself with a 22-caliber rifle. 

Spencer’s employer based his defense on the statu- 
tory provision which precludes recovery of death bene- 
fits in the event of the wilful intention of an employee 
to injure or kill himself or another. 

Very true, said the court. But here the matter of 
“wilful” intention was missing. Spencer’s prior in- 
juries caused him to become devoid of normal judg-

Who Hit Him? 
Was Compensation Due? 


WHO ASSAULTED William W. Bowen? The Supreme 
Court of New Jersey first had to answer this ques- 
tion before it could determine whether Bowen was 
entitled to compensation for his injuries. 

Bowen was employed by Samuel Olesky as a butler, 
handyman, and chauffeur. In addition to his sal- 
ary, he received room and board. The room he oc- 
cupied was in the servants’ quarters over the garage. 

Two days before the assault on Bowen, he spent 
the night at the home of a married woman, not his 
wife, whom he described as his girl friend. He spent 
the following day with the same woman. It was the 
next day that Bowen was found, by the maid, lying 
on the bed covered with blood. When asked what 
had happened, Bowen told her that he had fallen. 

Bowen’s employer, realizing that the chauffeur could 
not have sustained such serious injuries from a fall, 
called the police. The police, although obtaining the 
same story from the claimant, concluded that there 
was a struggle between Bowen and an assailant. Some 
days later, Bowen reported to the police that his wallet, 
watch, and ring were missing. 

When he testified at the hearing, Bowen refuted his 
previous statements regarding the fall, saying that he 
could remember nothing that had occurred until he 
awoke in the hospital the day following the injury. 
He denied ever having any visitors in his room. 

One of the maids in the household testified that 
the week before the attack, she heard two people 
leaving Bowen’s room and one returning shortly there- 
after. She also said that when cleaning the room 
of the chauffeur, about two months after that oc- 
currence, she found a pair of women’s panties in 
Bowen’s laundry basket. 

Bowen sought compensation on the theory that some- 
one had entered his employer’s home with the intent 
to steal, and the thief had gotten into his room by 
accident. When he awoke, Bowen claimed, the thief 
became alarmed and attacked him, taking some of his 
belongings. He sought to support this theory by 
pointing out that the kitchen window was found open 
the following morning, suggesting that that was the 
way the burglar had entered. 

The court was unable to swallow the claimant’s 
theory. There were too many unanswered questions: 
Why did he first tell the police and others that he sus- 
tained his injuries by a fall? Why didn’t he cry 
out for assistance? What about the presence of a

How did it 
get into the room? 

Although the court found some evidence to support 
Bowen’s claim that he was assaulted by a burglar 
the loss of his wallet, watch, and ring, and the open 
kitchen window—there was evidence that the light 
was on in his room when he was found lying on the 
floor, thus casting doubt that a burglar was involved. 
The unanswered questions and the severity of the 
assault indicated to the court that it was motivated by 
personal vengeance and was not the work of a burglar. 

Claim disallowed.

Police Don't Get 
Benefits in Oklahoma 


THE wipow of Benjamin F. Cravatt decided that if 
she couldn't get compensation one place, she would 
try another. Mrs. Cravatt’s husband, a city police 
officer, lost his life as a result of a gunshot wound 
inflicted by a robber while he was attempting to pre- 
vent a holdup at a grocery store in Oklahoma City. 
On her claim for death benefits from the city of 
Oklahoma City, the court ruled that in maintaining 
and operating its police department, the city was 
performing a governmental function and since Cravatt 
lost his life while engaged in services incident to and 
connected with such function, his dependents could 
not recover compensation against the city. 
Undismayed, Mrs. Cravatt then sought recovery 
against the owner of the grocery store in which the 
shooting took place. Again, the court ruled that no 
recovery could be had from this defendant since 
there was obviously no employee-employer relation- 
ship between the store owner and the policeman. 
Claim disallowed.

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Was Job to 
Blame for Death? 


WHEN pID Goldman die? That 
was the question which had to be 
answered by the New York court 
before a determination of his wid- 
ow’s claim could be made.

The report ilso dis- 
closed that Goldman had suffered 
a linear fracture of the skull

scalp surrounding the 
left eve, and that there was a 
bruise around the left eye 

The insurance carrier for the 
employer brought in a physician 
to testify that Goldman had died 
of a heart attack before he struck 
the floor and that he suffered th 
skull fracture after he was al- 
ready dead. There was other med- 
ical testimony to the effect that 
Goldman was still alive at the 
time he sustained the skull frac- 
ture and that the fracture was a 
contributing factor to his death. 

\fter weighing the medical tes- 
timony from both sides, the court 
concluded that there was causal 
connection between the skull frac- 
ture and Goldman’s death. 


Claim allowed.
